WRONG IN PRINCIPLE. 
We have too high a regard for the splendid citizenship of Bourbon 
eonoty to believe that the recent pacing of handbills by a Kuklm band, 
in a negro settlement, warning them to go to work, was the art of any but 
a few unthinking people. We fully appreciate how aggregating it is to 
need hands and meet with flat refusals to work on the part of able-bodied 
men and especially '* idleness reprehensible in times of war, but "two wrongs 
don't make a right." It is a felony under our law for men to band them- 
selves together and engage in acts of intimidation. The result desired i« 
very praiseworthy, but the method employed is- wrong in principle. 

I'n fortunately the vagrancy law adopted at the last session contains 
no emcnren.y clause and does not therefore become o|>erntive until June 
20th. After that time we are sure the judges of our city, county and circuit 
eonrts will enforce this luw in all cases brought before thent. The arrest- 
ing of such offenders, however, devolves ujh>ii the sheriff and his deputies 
and the members of the police force. As soon as this law becomes effec- 
tive any one knowing of n violation of this law should report it to one of 
the officers named and the law should be permitted to take its pro|>er 
eourse. We oppose idleness, but always rely upon the law for redress. Any- 
other course brings reproach upon the community in which it
